Stirred to action by the recent arrest of 
“baby bandit“ many of whom, like 
John Luby, chauffeur of a gang of auto- 
mobile thieves, were 15 years old or even 
leas the association at a meeting at the 
Auditorium hotel, made arrangements 
for the opening of a home for boys de- 
tween the ages of 7 and 15 years who have 
been paroled from the Juvenile court. 

Ready to Open Feb. 16. 

The home will occupy a building at 415 
West Sixty-first street, and will be ready 
for occupancy Feb. 16. B. R Colby, a 
probation officer, who now has charge of 
more than 100 boys who have been paroled 
and sent to farms in various parts of 
Illinois, will be superintendent of the 
home and his wife will assist him. 

The details of caring for the boys have 
not been finally worked out, but will be 
arranged within a few days, with the help 
of Judge Merritt W. Pinckney ot the 
Juvenile court. 

“We have been wanting to do some- 
thing of this kind for some time,“ said 
Mre. Oscar Bloom, president of the asso- 
ciation, dut we haven't known exactly 
what to do. Such things ag THE TRris- 
unt has been telling about the lack of a 
place for these paroled delinquent boys 
to go have helped us to decide.”

Professional prostitution is with- 
out the advertising facilities which exist- 
ed in the old redlight districts. The busi- 
ness and political organization, which 
had a cohesiveness through the possi- 
lflities offered by a redlight district, is 
now without great power. One by one 
the avenves of business of professional 
prostitution are being closed. 

Supt. Thrasher of the Committee of Fif- 
teen estimates that the number of houses 
of prostitution in Chicago has been re- 
duced 60 per cent and none of the exist- 
ing places are widely advertised. There 
ie no way of knowing whether there has 
been any decrease in venereal diseases. 

Health dopertments are planning to 
take up the fight against venereal dis- 
eases.

greatest importance. The present meth- 
ods have been developed by mechanical 
men who were seeking to meet hygienic 
requirements furnished them.

APT. WILL CHARLES 
? PEEL, who was on New 
Year’s eve in Chicago on a charge 
of attempting to beat the proprie- 
tor of the Blackstone hotel with 
worthless checks, belongs to the reserve 
of the Third Dragoon of the Brit- 
ish army, and if he is not at present serv- 
ing with the colors, either at home or at 
the front, it is probably due to his age, 
as he Is considerably over 50. 

His first wife was Marion, daughter of 
Libert Chandler of New York. He mar- 
ried her in 1889. She died in 1897, leaving 
him two children—a son, George, now 
20 years of age, and a daughter 21 
bearing the name of Marion. In 1899 
he married a Frenchwoman, Leonie, 
daughter of Constant Hallu of Nam- 
poel, France, and by her has a boy of 16 
and a little daughter bearing the name 
of Carmen. 

He is a younger brother of Arthur Peel, 
now British minister plenipotentiary in 
Siam, and who was stationed as secre- 
tary of the British embassy at Washing 
ton from 1891 to 1894. 

The father of Capt. William Charles 
Peel is a clergyman, the Rev. Frederick 
Peel, vicar of Little Malvern, Worcester. 
His mother, the Hon. Mrs. Peel, is a 
daughter of the second Lord Sudeley.

They receive three or four times the 


amount of pay that is accorded to law- 

yers who have not attained the eminence 
of a “senior,” and enjoy both official 
and social precedence, which is highly 
prized. 


Precisely in the same way that king’s 
counsel are debarred by etiquette and 


usage from accepting briefs entailing an 


appearance in any of the lower courts, in 


the same way it is impossible for a plain- 
tiff or a defendant to secure a satisfac- 


tory hearing from the higher tribunals 


except through a king’s counsel, who in- 
variably exacts a big fee for himself and 


will never undertake a case unless 
briefed with a junlor,“ who does all the 
hard work and drudgery, working up the 


law and precedents in the matter, with 


which he crams his senior, usually just 


before the latter appears in court. 


— 

Moreover, there are sumptuary dis- 
tinctions between king’s counsel and the 
ordinary berrister which are worthy of 
being noted. No member of the bar can 
plead before any of the higher courts, 
or even assist, without being arrayed in 
the prescribed costume, the chief fea- 


tures of which are a white goat’s hair 


bob-wig and a black gown. 

In the case of the junior the robe Is of 
stuff or bombazine, while in that of the 
king’s counsel it is of silk, That is the 
meaning of the expression taking silk,’’ 
which is used in recording the appoint- 
ment of a lawyer to the rank of king's 
counsel. 

The junior is permitted to wear what 
clothes he likes bemeath his stuff gown, 
provided the coat is dark. But the senior 
is forced to array himself in a quaint and 
uncomfortable costume beneath his Alk 
robes. 

The full dress, which is invariably to be 
worn by the king’s counsel when plead- 
ing before the house of lords, or the privy 
cequncil, consists of a black cloth court 
coat, cut in the fashion of the reign of 
Queen Anne, black waistcoat and knee 
breeches, black silk stockings, black 
shoes with gold or silver buckles, a full 
bottom wig of white goat's hair, falling 


down upon the shoulders, lace ruffies at 


neck and wrist, and,- above all this, a 
black gown of silk, with deep square col- 
lar or cape, and long, narrow, streaming 
sleeves hanging from the elbows and al- 
most touching the ground. 
~~ 

When king’s counsel are in mourning, 
either private or official, the sleeves of 
the coat are adorned with broad white 
lawn cuffs, reaching almost from the 
wrist to the elbow, and which are called 
„ weepers.”’ 

The judges are very particular about 
the dress of the members of the bar 
pleading before them, and over and over 


again have there been instances of mem- 


bers of the supreme court of judicature 
declining to give members of the bar a 
hearing because they did not happen to 
be arrayed in regulation costume. 
Without these obligatory garments and 
wigs a pleader is, according to official 
fiction, invisible from the bench, and the 
remark occasionally heard from a judge 


to the effect, “I can hear you, Mr. So- 


and-So, but I cannot see you,” indicates 
that some gentleman of the bar is at- 
tempting to addres: the court without be- 
ing professionally attired.

can ships, likewise a few other neutral 


vessels on which they could ride with 
ebsolute safety, but why not help the Brit- 
ish, who have always been the dearest 
friends of the American people? 

Of course there was a slight unpleasant- 
ness many years ago. A few foolish 
traitore rebelled against the benevolent 
British government, and since then the 
American cobonies have maintained a 
sort of government—by no means as 
efficient as the British system, but what 
could you expect? The Americans have 
no upper classes trained in the business of 
governing.
